The most noteworthy defeat in 
Article 6 was the request for im- 
provements to the Woburn Street 
School playing field.

A committee 
of parents attempted to put through

Clubhouses, over the objection of the 
finance committee. 

Article 9, enabling the town 
manager to apply for and accept 
federal funds was approved. Article 
10, in which $125,000 was asked for for 
a revaluation of tax property, was 
not.

$11,000 for land at Royal Street, 20,795 
square feet; $11,000 for 34,500 square 
feet on Adams Street and $10,000 for 
land on Aldrich Road and Mozart 
Avenue, 15,261 square feet. 

A sixth parcel was not sold, after 
much oratory. 

There was no vote on the recom- 
mendation of the fincom that land be 
sold at public auction. There was 
nothing in the warrant on the subject, 
but the town meeting was told twice 
that it should retain control of such 
sales, once by the publisher of the 
‘Town Crier and once by the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen.

The defeat of Article 16 in the 
Wilmington Annual Town Meeting 
will mean an increase in cost of sewer 
installation in the Silver Lake area. 

According to George Allan, 
chairman of the water and sewer 
commissioners, the price will in- 
crease by six to eight percent, due toa 
delay in calling for bids. Without the 
bonding authority asked for in Article 
16, the commissioners do not have the 
funds on hand to conduct a call for 
bids for the next section of sewer 
construction. 

Before the bids are called , a special 
town meeting will have to grant the 
bonding authority: The opening of 
bids for Contract Four was to have 
been in late May, but will not now take 
place for several months. 

The price of Contract Four can only 
be guessed at, at this time. Contract 
Three, now undergoing construction, 
cost the town $1,862,990. If the bid 
price for Contract Four were to be as 
low as $1,600,000 and if the inflation 
factor were to be only six percent, the 
increase in costs would be $96,000. 

Contract Four is for the con- 
struction of sewer laterals, for streets 
off Main Street, from the Tewksbury 
line to Williams Avenue, on the 
easterly side, and for parts of Lake 
Street, and Grove Avenue, as well as 
Veranda Avenue, on the westerly 
side, as well as the main along Main 
Street to Veranda Ave. 

The article which was defeated in 
the town meeting did not get the 
necessary two thirds vote, required 
because it involved bonding. It asked 
for a vote that any state or federal aid 
received by the town for sewer con-

It did mention the present 
estimated cost of the sewer at 
$10,600,000. The original ‘estimated 
cost was $7 million, The changes in 
price, not discussed in the town 
meeting of last Saturday, are due to 
inflation, according to the water 
commissioners. 

The article was defeated by 
Madelyn McKie. Mrs. McKie has a 
history of consistently opposing water 
expansion and sewer projects, in 
Wilmington. 

A former selectman, she and for- 
mer selectman Danny Gillis defeated 
@ move to install water mains to 
Ballardvale Street a few years ago, 
and about five years ago defea' 
move to construct a water 
purification plant off Butters Row. 
The water purification plant was 
designed to take out manganese and 
iron ore, present in large quantities in 
some Wilmington water supplies. 

A subsequent town meeting voted 
for construction of the water 
purification plant, and it is now being 
constructed. The delay, from having 
to wait for another town meeting, etc. 
cost money. The new cost is 
$2,750,000. The original cost was to be 
$2,000,000. 

Mrs. McKie did not base her 
arguments on the article, last 
Saturday. Instead she discussed the 
amount of Wilmington water that she 
said was to be pumped into Boston 
Harbor by the sewer, and the dangers 
as she saw it, of Wilmington losing its 
water supply. The arguments ranged 
far afield, and she was assisted by 
Anne Linehan and others. 

Arthur Smith, water commissioner, 
was provoked into entering the 
arguments because of her 
statements, and to refute those 
statements, which he did. Smith said 
that, with 44 inches of rain, and 17 
square miles of land there was a 
plentiful supply of water. The only 
problem, he said, was the need for the 
water purification plant, now being 
constructed, Until that is completed 
Wilmington will be in short supply, for 
water needs

How often one hears the criticism of 
Tewksbury, that Main Street is a 
series of gas stations and 
amusements pong that ee 
isn't enough quality water, or 
there is very little industry to share 
the tax burden. 

“Why can't Tewksbury be more like
